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Greenbelt Fox Plans Program 
For Adult And Child Recreation

A summer program offering healthful and enjoyable recrea¬ 
tion for all residents of Greenbelt has been prepared by Sam Fox, 
city recreation director, according to City Manager Charles T. Mc¬ 
Donald. 

In addition to the morning swimming classes, there will be be¬ 
ginners, intermediate, and advanced swimming classes every eve¬ 
ning from 9 to 10 for adults who are employed during the day. From 
7 to 8:30 every evening, adults can also play shuffle board in the 
driveway of the community building; and at Braden field, croquet, 
horseshoe pitching, tennis, basketball, softball, badminton, and 
volley ball. 


The Drop Inn will be open for 
teen-agers on Wednesday, Friday, 
Saturday, and Sunday nights, and 
in the day during inclement weath¬ 
er. Other planned activities will be 
tennis, archery, a softball team of 
teen-age girls as well as boys, and 
football for the boys. 

For Greenbelt’s youngsters Fox 
has arranged classes in arts and 
crafts, archery, dramatics, and glee 
clubs: beginners and intermediatet 
tumbling for boys and girls; tennis, 
softball, and touch football. David 
Burchuk will instruct a class for 
string instruments one day a week. 

Babies To Play 

This year, instead of the eight 
baby playgrounds with someone in 
charge for half a day. Fox has ar¬ 
ranged for ten playgrounds to be 
used as outdoor kindergartens for 
children from 4 to 7. Ten high 
school seniors will be given a train¬ 
ing course by the Recreation De¬ 
partment which will enable them to 
teach the children arts and crafts, 
songs, games, and nature lore. The 
hours of the outdoor kindergartens 
will be from 9 to 12 and 2 to 5, 
■Monday through Friday. 

McDonald stated tha\, the North 
End playground at the end of 
Ridge will be reopened this sum¬ 
mer with an instructor in charge. 
There will also be a new playground 
located behind 7-D Southway, 
which will be equipped with swings, 
a slide, see-saws, and with courts 
for softball, volley ball, and basket¬ 
ball. 

Referring to the improvements at 
the swimming pool, McDonald stat¬ 
ed that favoratble comment has been 
received on the new curtains in the 
women's locker rooms and, the 
clothing bags which were substitut¬ 
ed for baskets. He stated that a 
fence has been put around the food 
concession stand and a new juke 
box installed there. Also, improve¬ 
ments have been made on the tennis 
courts. 

Special Events 

Special events in which the Rec¬ 
reation Department will participate 
will be the 4th of July program, a 
water pageant to be held on August 
13, and a tot talent show on August 
24. There will also be a swim¬ 
ming and track meet, dates to be 
announced later. The Recreation 
Department will cooperate with the 
Cub Scouts who are planning inter- 
den softball games on Saturday 
mornings, and games with other 
groups. 

Fox stated that the schedule for 
the entire summer program, which 
starts on July 5, will be distributed 
with The Cooperator next week, 

Greenbelt’s recreation program 
has received national recognition. 
Based on his work as Recreation Di¬ 
rector here, Sam Fox has been in¬ 
vited to become a member of the 
Ameican Intsitut.e of Park Execu¬ 
tives, and was asked to contribute 
articles to the “Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Magazine.”

1950 Tax Rate Cut To $2.96; 
Money Voted For Band Uniforms 

The Greenbelt City Council got out its slide rule at Monday’s 
regular meeting and calculated this year’s tax rate to be $2.96665 
per $100 valuation. The tax ordinance was amended to include the 
new tax rate. The city budget disclosed that the sum of $165,638 
paid to Greenbelt by the federal government in lieu of taxes was 
used to determine the tax rate; another amount, $11,377, is included, 
in the federal payment but was not regarded as “tax revenue” since 
it was transferred from the replacement account after a legal con¬ 
troversy resulted in the repayment to the government of certain 
sums paid illegally. Since the money had been placed in the re¬ 
placement account in previous years, it could not be considered as 
tax revenue.

not let the watchdog watch! The 
audit committee of GCS. according 
to the_ by-laws, i.s the membership’s 
watchdog over actions by manage¬ 
ment and|or the board of directors. 
But at last Friday’s board meeting 
a majority of the board voted to go 
into executive session and thereby 
excluded the one member of the 
audit committee who was attending 
the meeting. 

As a former member of a GCS 
audit committee. I strongly believe 
that this is a dangerous practice 
which nullifies the responsibility 
given to the audit committee by the 
by-laws, and hence by the mem¬ 
bership. For how can the audit 
committee be informed if the board 
can exclude its members at any 
time? How can the audit commit¬ 
tee keep the membership informed 
of transactions which it may deem 
to be very unfavorable to the health 
and welfare of our cooperative, if 
they are not informed? 

The last time this problem of ex¬ 
clusion of members of the audit 
committee was raised was in con¬ 
junction with an effort of the pre¬ 
vious general manager to secure a 
management contract for himself. 
It is certainly strange, but history 
seems to repeat. 

Of course, GCS by-laws now pro¬ 
hibit the board from entering into 
a management contract unless ap¬ 
proved first by -the membership. 
But this shouldn’t slow down an en¬ 
terprising general manager. It can 
be accomplished in other ways! The 
loan agreement offered by the Farm 
Bureau Insurance Companies for 
the new store outside of Greenbelt, 
which hasn’t been signed yet (praise 
the Lord!), specifically requires that 
GCS not change its management 
until the loan has been fully repaid 
to Farm Bureau.

The girls of the Bhamo school, 
under the guidance of Mrs. Po Win, 
wife of the pastor, have remade 
manv .American garments into 
clothing for the village children. 
Naw Po May, who has no other 
means of support for her two chil¬ 
dren, works full time at remaking 
the clothes you sent. 

The neediest children in thirty 
village schools were given clothes 
first. Some bundles went to fami¬ 
lies whose homes were destroyed by 
a storm. Recently the village of 
Kaihtik was hit by a fire that de¬ 
stroyed sixteen homes, and bundles 
of your clothing were sent to the 
burned-out families. Yesterday we 
gave warm clothing to five students 
on their way to Bi.ble school at Kut¬ 
kai, a cold place in winter. Every 
village pastor has received cloth for 
trousers, each pastor s wife has had 
Both for a skirt. 

People in the Jinghpaw hills have 
welomed your gifts with grateful 
hearts. Their bodies have been 
warmed by the clothes. Their spirits 
have been cheered in the thought 
that you remembered them. On 
their behalf 1 send you thanks.

Bowling alleys for Greenbelt 
have been indefinitely postponed, 
because of failure of agreement 
between the PHA landlord and 
Greenbelt Consumer Services on 
proper rental. At its regular meet¬ 
ing last Friday night, the board 
of directors heard a report from 
GCS General Manager Sam Ashel¬ 
man on a recent conference with 
PHA Manager Walter Simon, 
w’hich disclosed that previous per¬ 
mission given by the federal land¬ 
lord for the cooperative to open 
bowling alleys in the basement 
space of its supermarket building 
might be withdrawn, on the ground 
that the permission did not cover 
the plan to turn over the operation 
of the alleys to another party. 
Since the ground rental GCS pays 
for the land occupied by its build¬ 
ing is based on the income de¬ 
rived from the building, the rental 
figure suggested by Simon would 
be prohibitive, according to Ashel- 
man's statement. Further talks on 
the subject were forecast, but a 
majority of the board felt that 
the project should be tabled until 
the Greenbelt situation is more 
clearly defined. 

Board treasurer Henry Walter 
brought to the meeting a resolu¬ 
tion directing management to 
prosecutte all persons found pil¬ 
fering or shoplifting in the coop¬ 
erative’s stores. He explained that 
he felt it was necessary to pub¬ 
licize GCS policy on petty theft to 
discourage wouiVi-be shoplifters, 
and that a positive declaration by 
the board would give management 
moral support in acting against 
those who are caught in the act. 
Action on the resolution was de¬ 
ferred until the general manager 
arrived, and after discussion the 
resolution was voted down 4to3. 
Ashelman explained that an in¬ 
flexible policy of prosecution might 
make his task more difficult, since 
some of the offenders are minors, 
and it w;ould be bad rather than 
good policy to punish drastically 
every youngster who walked out 
of a store with something he hadn’t 
paid for. 

Education committee chairman 
Ellie Ritchie reported that three of 
the six GCS member delegates had 
been selected for the .Wellesley 
institute July 16-22. Ben Rosen- 
zweig, who will be on the faculty
